Eighty years later, the earliest 
mention of a public school ap- 
pears in the historical record of 
Mathews County. By 1874, 
nine hundred forty-eight pupils 
were enrolled, attending school 
for a five month term and get- 
ting the equivalent of a seventh 
grade education. In 1937, 
Mathews and Middlesex were 
part of a combined district, and 
a new Superintendent, Mr. 
Dennis Forrest, was hired, who 
eventually revolutionized 
Mathews County education. He 





spent his first two years in office 
compiling data and studying 
the school and the county’s his- 
tory. There were fifteen hun- 
dred students attending five 
high schools and thirteen ele- 
mentary schools. His radical 
plan, completed in 1939, con- 
solidated the system, leaving 
one “‘modernized’’ high school 
and five elementaries for white 
students, and one facility for 
black students. By 1942, the

built to accomodate the black

dent of a Gloucester-Mathews 
Division (with fewer high 
school students enrolled in 
Gloucester than in Mathews).

In 1969, the 
next set of major changes took 
place.
